Charles Connors, 
aged 56 years,

No, 20, eastbound, at the Meltoberts 


trussing west of this city at about 
11:15 o'clock this morning. 
The unfortunate man had started 


for a trip through the country south­ 
west of the city to hang some adver­ 
tising signs for his employers, having 
rented a livery rig from Wm. Girlon. 
W hether or not lie failed to hear the 
warning bell at the crossing is not 
known, but he drove onto the tracks 
just as the sw iftly moving passenger 
train plunged onto the crossing. 
Engine Struck Huggy. 
The horse c leared the tracks an 7 


dragged the* buggy squarely onto the 
rails when the monster 
locomotive 
crashed into it, throwing 
Mr. Con­ 
nors several yards away, an 1 eom- 
■ letely wrecking the vehicle 
The 
horse escaped injury. 
As quickly as possible the engine 
crew brought the* train to a standstill 


and the* victim of the 
tragedy was 
l>i ked up and brought to the passen­ 
ger station here, being taken from 
there to Morris & Preston’s morgue, 
where the inquest will be held 
to­ 
night or tomorrow. 
Head Crushed. 
Mr. Connors receive! awful inju­ 
ries. The top of his head was crushed 
and the forehead 
was broken, the 
left leg was broken and he* was badly 


cut about the hands. 
Dr. Powell Near at Hand. 
There were no eye witnesses to the 


tragedy other than the members of 
the engine crew, whose names are 
not known to the local employes of 
the company. However, Dr. Powell 
was traveling a short distance back 
of Mr. Connors and arrived in time 
to assist in picking up the victim an 1 
'lacing him on the train. The physi­ 
cian did not see the accident, how- 
over, because 
of the turns in 
the 


road.

The deceased, whose home was in 
Sterling, has been with the Sterlings 
sin *e last fall, having previously been 
with tho Fuller Advertising company 
in Chicago, lie came to Dixon to he 
nearer his brother George, of Ster­ 


ling.

A striking coincidence is reported 
from Sterling concerning tin* broth­ 
er, who is night watchman at the Na-

Hundreds of 
corporations will be reliev ed from pay 
ing the federal corporation tax by a 
decision of the Supremo court to the 
effect that corporations leasing all 
their property and hav ing no income 
except that yielded by the lease are 
not "doing business*' and therefore 
are not subject to tax by the gov ern­ 
ments.

Berlin, Germany, April 8 .—"If ou t­ 
side forces shou ld threaten u s Ger­ 
many mu st stand ready with her last 
man,” declared Dr. Von 
Uethmau n- 
Ilollweg, the imperial chancellor, 
In 
parliament when su bmitting the gov­ 
ernment's bills 
for Increasing 
the 
army and providing new forms of taxa­ 
tion. 
His speech was a striking one, 
althou gh he qu alified hi» warning with 
the admission that "a Eu ropean con­ 
flagration In all probability will not 
occu r." 
"The good intentions of the French 
and Ru ssian governments are beyond 
I qu estion,” declared 
the 
chancellor, 
; "bu t Germany mu st reckon with the 
great force of modern pu blic opinion, 
which in the form of French warlike 
patriotism and 
Ru ssian 
pan-Slavism 
threatens (he peace 
of 
the 
world 
I against the wishes of the great masses 
j of both peoples." 
| 
It was noteworthy that in the chan­ 
cellor's speech Great Britain was re- 
! ferred to only as a pacific factor. 
Dr 
Von Bethmann-Hollweg, althou gh Indi­ 
cating by his manner that In* had lit­ 
tle belief in the practicability of the 
su ggestion made by the British ad 
miralty for a year’s 
naval 
holiday, 
said Germany was willing to consider 
concrete proposals from the British 
government. 
Army Has Not Kept Pace. 
The imperial chancellor opened his 
speech by pointing 
ou t 
that 
the 
strength of the army Had not kept 
pace with Hu * growth of the German 
nation, and asked: 
"Can Germany al­ 
low itself the lu xu ry 
of 
dispensing 
with tens of thou sands of trained sol 
diers?” 
He continu ed: 
"The conditions 
of Eu rope 
have 
been radically changed by the Balkan 
war, which has su bstitu ted for th^ 
passive Eu ropean Tu rkey other states 
of feverish political activity, 
in all 
this there are factors of progress, in 
deed; bu t shou ld 
a great 
Eu ropean 
conflagration between Germany and 
pan-Slavism come, this change wou ld 
alter the balance in Germany's disfa­ 
vor. 
This does not alter the faet that 
I consider this conflict probably will 
be avoided." 
The chancellor 
declared 
he had 
hade special efforts since assu ming of­ 
fice to cu ltivate good relations with 
Ru ssia, and believed the Ru ssian ru ler 
and the Ru ssian ministers 
recipro­ 
cated. 
"Bu t the events of the war.” he add­ 
ed, "have greatly strengthened 
the 
jan-Slavic cu rrent in Ru ssia, and this 
is a danger for peace.” 
Wcu ld Stand by Her Ally. 
"Germany,"

mitigate the 
Ansfro-Ru ssian tension, 
bu t, 
shou ld 
war break ou t the 
German 
empire 
wou ld u nhesitatingly fight beside her

Prince Bismarck's saying: 
"If the 
French wait for u s to attack them they 
will wait forever," and conclu ded that 
there was every reason to believe that 
the present French government wished 
to live in peace with Germany, and 
that the French masses wished if, too.
